Sacramento will soon offer travel- 
ers an inexpensive way to visit 
Califorma’s capital. By spring 1995, 
the Liewellyn Williams House on H

The Golden Gate Council of 
Hostelling International, the non-profit 
organizauon responsible for the project, 
and representauves of the City of Sac- 
ramento will provide food, music, face 
painung and speeches for those who 
attend the ceremonial move.

Mike Eaton, project coordinator for

Developers John Rassis and Joe 
Benvenut purchased the mansion in 
1989 with the intention of moving it to 
another location, according to Eaton 
After several offers from different or 
ganizauons, they finally decided to sell 
the house to Hostelling International 


because they felt the group was the most 
capable of determining the best locauon
